Barred by Barbers

scene after a visiting school 
administrator from Haiti was 
denied a haircut in town be­ 
cause of the color of his skin. 
Every barbershop in Arling­ 
ton Heights refused a haircut j 
for Roger Jean. 32’ of Port-au- 
Prince, Haiti. 
In all cases the 
firm answer was 
“No” 
with 
reasons 
ranging 
from 
“It 
would hurt our trade” 
and 
“We would lose customers,” to 
“We don't know how to cut 
that type of hair.” 


JEAN IS in A r l i n g t o n 
Heights for a month as guest 
of Arlington high school. He is 
the principal of the College of 
St. Pierre, 
an 
Episcopalian- 
sponsored high school for boys 
from the ages of 12 to 18 in 
Port-au-Prince. 
He holds both 
teaching and law degrees in 
addition to his college degree 
from the Sorbonne in Paris. 
Before assuming his post as 
principal, Jean taught Frencft, I 
Latin and Greek. 


Jean is described by 
t h e j 
U. S. Department of H ealth., 
Education and 
Welfare 
as 
holding “one of the most im-1 


portant school administrative 
posts in Haiti.” 
During his visit to Arlington 
Heights, Jean is .staying w i t h 
members of the high 
school 
faculty and administration. 


ON FRIDAY, Dean Nelson 
Lowrey of the high school took 
Jean to the downtown village 
area to get a haircut, antici­ 
pating no difficulty. After re­ 
fusal of service in two shops, 
the men were discouraged and 
decided to make a trip to the 
south side of Chicago on 
the 
following day in order to get 
a haircut foor Jean. Since this 
meant cancellation of some of 
the programs 
in 
the 
busy 
schedule set 
up 
for 
Jean, 
school officials attempted to 
arrange a haircut locally. Both 
school faculty members and a 
prominent local 
realtor 
at­ 
tempted to make an appoint­ 
ment for a haircut, urging bar­ 
bers to consider the interna­ 
tional implications of 
their 
action. 


All efforts were unsuccess­ 
ful. 


Two b a r b e r s reluctantly 
agreed to cut Jean’s hair “after 
closing” 
when 
the 
public 
would not see the action. An­ 
other barber stated he could 
not risk the jobs of the men 


he employed by cutting 
t h e 
hair in the shop 
but 
would 
gladly make a “house call” for 
the work. 
IN NO CASE would any of 
the 
seven 
barbershops 
cut 
Jean’s hair in the shop during 
regular business houPs. 
Jean 
finally 
received his 
haircut when a faculty member 
and amateur barber did the 
job to avoid further discrim­ 
ination. 
Commenting on the 
effort, teacher Rod McLennan 
stressed he found the hair no 
more difficult to cut than any 
other. 
Before receiving a state li­ 
cense from the Illinois Depart­ 
ment of Registration and Edu­ 
cation barbers must pass 
an 
examination which proves their 
ability to cut all types of hair. 


JEAN. WHO has 
traveled 
widely in Europe. Latin Amer­ 
ica and the 
United 
States, 
noted that the only other time 
he has had difficulty in get­ 
ting his hair cut was in Costa 
Rica. 
Ironically, one of the first 
barbers in the village of Ar­ 
lington B ig h ts was a Negro. 
Frank White, whose shop pros­ 
pered for many years, retired 
from business shortly 
before 
World War II.

Four hundred years is a long 
time, but Beaufort, S. C., will 
celebrate 
its 
Jean 
Ribault 
Quadricentennial in March. It 
is the observance of the arrival 
of that Frenchman upon the 
shores of the Beaufort area, 
which also includes Parris Is­ 
land and Port Royal. 
Ribault arrived here 64 years 
after C o l u m b u s discovered 
America. A local highway is 
named for him. Beaufort is the 
county seat and the principal 
shopping center for U. S. Ma­ 
rine personnel as well as per­ 
manent residents. Aside from 
a chain store, the shopping 
center has not yet arrived. 
The original large homes 
were built by plantation own­ 
ers as retreats for summer 
living. The area had become 
an 
important 
seaport 
KH) 
years before the first white 
settler came to Elk Grove 
township. 
• 
Remains 
of 
various 
forts 
used during the time of the 
Indian and following wars, and 
churches originally built during 
that period are among the at­ 
tractions to visitors who are 
historically minded. The oldest 
fort still standing (used as a 
museum) is adjacent to the 
public library in the center of 
the town. It was built to repel 
the Indians and Spaniards in 
the 1700’s. Another is a fort at 
Land’s End on Lady’s island, 
constructed at the time of the 
Spanish-American war when it 
was equipped with “disappear­ 
ing cannon.” 
• 
As one who has always been 
interested in historical places 
and events, we. have done a 
lot of exploring. We have in­ 
vaded plantations and homes 
whose doors have been miracu­ 
lously opened to us Yankees. 
In our school book days, 
we read about the great in­ 
justices that were done by 
t h e 
Republican 
carpetbag­ 
gers 
during 
Reconstruction 
days. These appointees com­ 
pleted a lot of the destructive 
activities

THE ASSIGNMENTS ARE OUT and the controv ersy begins 
ov er the relativ e merits of schoolboy basketball teams in Illinois. 
With the annou ncement this week of the v ariou s assignments 
for schools in the district and regional basketball tou rnaments 
the task of rating the squ ads faces coaches in hu ndreds of high 
schools. 
Scores are ex amined for common opponents, season marks 
are stu died, and dev elopment throu ghou t the season is consider­ 
ed as the prep mentors rank the squ ads in their respectiv e tou r­ 
naments and file their selections with the state office. 
The seeding process determines the pairings and then the 
coaches can map their strategy and set u p their scou ting assign­ 
ments in preparation for the tou rney firing. Pairings and pla>- 
ing schedu les will be released on or abou t Febru ary 7 by the 
Illinois high school association. 
Of area interest is that regional at Prospect high school and 
a real dog-fight is shaping u p for that spectacu lar. Eight schools 
are entered at Prospect with Arlington, Deerfield, Maine West, 
Mary v ille Academy , Notre Dame of Niles, Glenbrook, and Maine 
East joining the host Knights. 
Rating those squ ads shou ld fu rnish some pu zzling moments 
for the coaches inv olv ed althou gh the District 214 representativ es 
and Maine schools shou ld make u p the top fou r clu bs in the tou r­ 
nament. Arlington’s 10-3 record, impressiv e v ictory ov er state- 
ranked Decatu r, and relativ ely easy win ov er Maine East cou ld 
be instru mental in giv ing the C ardinals the No. 1 position. 
Prospect’s big wins were the decisions ov er Maine West and 
Glenbrook and that pair shou ld giv e the Fou ndry rd. crew the 
nod ov er the Warriors and Spartans in the regional seeding. 
Maine East's v ictory of note was a 62-5 8 conqu est of Morton 
West in the Prov iso West holiday tou rnament. Morton, co-leader 
in the Interim, owns a decision ov er Prospect while Maine West 
was a two-point v ictor ov er Morton. Now Prospect tu rns arou nd 
and bu mps Maine West. 
Maine West beat Morton West by two points and Maine East 
beat Morton by fou r. There isn’t mu ch to choose between the 
two Maine clu bs in that ty pe of comparison.

Sou nd confu sing? It is. And we don’t env y those coaches 
try ing to rank the squ ads for the forthcoming regional. 
Abou t the only “su re thing” ’in that regional is that Mary ­ 
v ille Academy or Deerfield will be seeded eighth and face al­ 
most immediate elimination. 
Any way y ou look at it the 1962 Prospect regional tou rnament 
shou ld be a dandy . 
If we had to list the top-seeded teams at other area regionals 
as things stand now, we’d go with Naperv ille at Au rora (West), 
McHenry at Cry stal Lake, North Chicago at Ev anston, Palatine 
at Liberty v ille, York at Glenbard East, Oak Park at Niles West, 
and Hinsdale at Willowbrook.

East joining the host Knights 
Rating those squads should furnish some puzzling moments 
for the coaches involved although the District 214 representatives 
and Maine schools should make up the top four clubs in the tour-1 
nament. 
Arlington's IO-:i record, impressive victory over state- 
ranked Decatur, and relatively easy win over Maine East could 
he instrumental in giving the Cardinals the No. I position.

roughened and narrowed by the 
deposit of fat-like substances,

Whether or not the fat in the 
diet is directly related to these 
fatty substances that may clog 
the arteries has not yet been 
finally demonstrated.

V EG ETA BLES UP—Americans today eat more vegetables 
on the average, per person, than their grandparents did 50 years 
ago. But a USDA report indicates there was a shift in consump­ 
tion away from fresh vegetables, which have declined in use dur­ 
ing the half century. 
The decrease in the use of fresh vegetables has been offset 
by marked increases in consumption of processed vegetables 
during recent years, the report shows. Vegetable consumption 
per capta is about 15 per cent greater today than 50 years ago. 
City householders are larger consumers of vegetables than 
rural dwellers, though the difference is narrowing as commer­ 
cial supplies become more widely available in rural areas. 
Per capita consumption of potatoes, sweet potatoes, and dry 
beans and peas is much less than it was 50 years ago. But in­ 
creased use of potatoes in various processed forms has halted 
the decline of consumption of this product in recent years. 
Looking ahead, USDA says it appears likely that per-person 
use of vegetables and potatoes may not change much during the 
next 10 years, though further shifts to processed forms are indi­ 
cated.

Q. I took out a policy that 
was supposed to be paid up 
when I was age 65. The Agent 
told me I could then use it for 
my retirement. When I re­ 
ceived the policy it was a 
Whole Life contract, on which 
it said the premiums were pay­ 
able for life. Who’s wrong? 


A. Your Agent probably gave 
you Whole Life Insurance for 
the greater amount of protec­ 
tion in the earlier years. At 
age 65 you may exercise the 
reduced paid up policy option, 
which with accumulated divi­ 
dends, would probably give you 
a paid up policy for the face 
amount or greater. In lieu of 
this, you may take the cash 
value option and receive it in 
either a lifetime income or a 
larger monthly income over a 
fewer number of years. De­ 
pending upon your situation, he 
probably gave you the best pol­ 
icy to take care of the most

Louis Caspel, Arlington Heights attorney, drops 7 cents 
on a metal stand, grabs a morning paper and races toward 
the 8:02 that will whisk him into the heart of the high-rise 
complex of aluminum, glass, and mortar Chicagoans have 
nicknamed the Loop. 


Mrs. Karen Cartright, a young Elk Grove housewife, 
stashes away the last of the breakfast dishes, hurriedly runs 
a lipstick across her mouth and steers her 10-year-old car 
to Bensenville, where she works part-time as a waitress. 


In Wheeling, accountant William Wilger kisses his 
wife goodbye and strides to the car he hopes will start 
in spite of zero weather. With luck, he’s soon begun the 
52-mile trip to his south side office. 


These suburbanites all share something in common; un­ 
knowingly, they are headed for a “crisis” in transportation. 


The city is exploding into distant parts of Cook, DuPage, 
and neighboring counties where new homes and relocated 
industries sprawl irrationally. 


Travel patterns are changing. 


Traditional routes, designed to service truck farm s 
and rural hamlets, are suffering from a hardening of the 
arteries. 
More than a million-and-a-half vehicles now 
glut roadways within a 30-mile radius of the Loop. 


The direction of rails no longer influences metropolitan 
area development. Conventional commuter and mass transit 
systems—frantically modernizing in the shadow of rigid four- 
wheel competition—face deficit operation or tax-eating sub­ 
sidies. 


Planners and transportation policy-makers acknowledge 
that more people are going more places than ever before, 
but they can’t agree on the best way to get them there. 


Proponents of public transportation argue for the econ­ 
omies of group movement, citing savings in space and dol­ 
lars. 


Highway planners point to the shifting needs of an 
auto-oriented metroplejc. stressing that more and more 
people go where rails and buses do not. 


By 1980 there will be more than a 50 per cent increase 
In the Chicago area population. Nearly 8 million people will 
be on the move within a 30-mile radius of the downtown 
area. More commuters than ever before will stream into 
business centers from fringe areas of the six-county metro­ 
politan region. 


Experts are alert to the futjure chaos of uncoordinat­ 
ed transportation, even as they concede that the Chicago 
area currently enjoys better combinations of rail and 
highway facilities than most large American cities. 


The movement of people and goods has become a per­ 
sonalized problem for every individual staking his future on 
the economic vitality of metropolitan Chicago. 


Transportation dram atically influences the daily lives of 
all people—even if they go nowhere and ride nothing. 


In Palatine, for example, a homemaker looks from her 
window to where her three children are playing. Nearby, 
there will be a new four-lane highway constructed to enable 
cars and mammoth trucks to whiz at high speed between 
Madison, Wis., and the Congress Street Expressway. She 
doesn’t know how close the super roadway will be to her 
home; she’s concerned about reduced property values; she 
fears for the safety of her youngsters. 


There will be more roads. There will be changing needs. 


James Dinchly waited in vain one night for installation of 
a new television set in his rural Mount Prospect home. The 
delivery wasn’t made because a trucking van earlier in the 
day couldn’t find a parking space near the retail merchant s 
shop. Dinchly had to stay home and wait for delivery an­ 
other night. 


Parking already is chaotic everywhere. Space for 
automobiles consumes nearly a third of the two-and-a-half 
square miles of downtown I^os .Angeles, most dram atic 
example of a transit-less community. 


Chicago—at the crossroad between becoming a transit 
community like New York City or a lattice work of concrete 
like Los Angeles—is planning more parking facilities. 


Suburban merchants that feed on the economic stem of 
commuter rail lines now seek more space for parking to 
compete with mushrooming shopping centers. 


There will be more cars; there will be more parking 
problems. 


Automobiles, trucks, and taxis registered within a 30-mile 
radius of Chicago’s Loop are expected to double by 1980 when 
it is calculated there will be more than 3 million vehicles. 


For Francis Jackson, however, a car is more than a 
mere statistic; it is part of his life—except during foul win­ 
ter weather. Then he becomes what railroad men endearing­ 
ly call “snowbirds,” people who demand commuter service 
only when operation of their cars becomes impossible. 
, f 


On one such snowy morning, Jackson boarded a bus 
at Roselle and Higgins rds. at 7:10 a. rn. Thirty-nine 
minutes later he was in the Palatine depot, where he 
hoarded the 7:55 train. At 8:36 he was in the Chicago 
and North Western station. 


Jackson needs commuter service in such emergencies, 
but the railroads also need sustained passenger volume in or­ 
der to prosper. Competition from the auto—coupled with 
rate restrictions and tax inequities—confront railroads with 
severe problems; they are fighting for economic survival. 


There were 880,000 people entering Chicago’s central busi­ 
ness district in 1926. Some 14 per cent of them used trains. 
Nearly that many entered by car or taxi with the balance 
using bus or elevated. Today there are fewer people com­ 
muting to the downtown area and a much greater percent­ 
age of them travel by car. 
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In Itasca, salesman Harold Probeweiler reads of dif­ 
ficulties encountered in carrying on operation of the 
Chicago, North Shore, and Milwaukee railroad. 
He 
doesn't consider it his problem. Yet he bitterly complains 
of city street congestion as he makes his daily calls on 


clients. 


For Ralph Stilge, electrical engineer, transportation is 
more than wheels and rails; it is the $74 a month it costs 
him to accelerate and brake his car back and forth through 
94 miles of roundtrip, rush hour traffic. He could use the 
tollroads between his Rolling Meadows home and the South­ 
side Chicago plant. But it still would take him nearly an 
hour-and-a-haif in time and cost him an additional $4.50 a 
week—enough to buy his lunches. 


Planners report that an average person in 1956 spent 13 
per cent of his income for transportation expense. By 1980, 
the average bite for transportation will be 14.4 per cent of 
the take-home check. 


These figures from the Chicago Area Transportation 
Study are only a fraction of the data which cost $2.5 mil­ 
lion of county, state, and federal funds to compile—an­ 
other example of the overhead for planning that will hope­ 
fully relieve anticipated traffic obstacles. 


Mrs. Hazel Steamer of Palatine pays her tax bills prompt­ 
ly every year. She is a widow and has never owned a car. 
Nevertheless, her taxes will help to pay the salaries of 17 new 
judges on Cook county's Superior court bench—judges need­ 
ed to help clear a backlog of some 70,000 traffic cases yet 
to be heard! 


Transportation is, indeed, everyone’s problem. 


(Next week: The railroad and suburbia.) 


ON THE MOVE, and the 7:20 seems as important as the next breath. Whether by train, 
bus, ear or by foot, the route to the office, store or school is the concern of individuals. 
Coordinated transportation is a personal, a metropolitan necessity.

The circular also has 
drawings of kitchen arrange­ 
ments — both floor plans and 
elevations.

No ted Officer Go lden in an article he 
wro te fo r the Illin o is Po lice asso ciatio n 
magazin e: “A v isit to Sheridan p o in ts u p 
the n eed fo r p rev en tiv e actio n in far 
greater measu re than v isitin g o ther in ­ 
stitu tio n s, readin g bo o k s o r listen in g to 
sp eeches. It p o in ts o u t that the time fo r 
treatmen t is in the early y ears o f a 


child’s life in his ho me an d co mmu n ity . 
It is to o late fo r treatmen t when the bo y 
is co n sign ed to Sheridan . There is o n ­ 
ly en o u gh time to fo rget the p ast an d 
start steerin g a straighter co u rse fo r the 
fu tu re.

Villainy in Po litics 


With terrible lu cidity , with scalp el- 
edged efficien cy , a 2 7-y ear-o ld den tist 
has laid bare the o rigin s o f p o litical co r­ 
ru p tio n . Dr. Ro bert L. Smith, Stick n ey 
to wn ship su p erv iso r, in a recen t address 
befo re the Wheelin g Ro tary clu b, dis­ 
p lay ed an acu te k n o wledge o f the ill­ 
n ess. 
Fo r the Stick n ey to wn ship refo rmer 
has ex amin ed its fo rms with lo gic an d 
an u n blin k in g ho n esty . His co n clu sio n s 
are mo re frighten in g than the actu al ex ­ 
amp les o f p o litical su bterfu ge he tick ed 
o ff, e.g., a flu o rescen t light bu lb co st $1,- 
5 00. 
He fo u n d at the ro o ts o f the ev il an 
icy p u blic in differen ce. He to ld the Ro - 
tarian s: “.. . if an y thin g in creases temp ­ 
tatio n to act illegally , it is co mp facen cy 
warran ted by ap athy amo n g the v o ters.” 
As lo n g as this is tru e “v illain y will en ­ 
du re.” 


It is this v acu u m the p o litical ma­ 
chin e fills. So o n “Fear is the co hesiv e 
fo rce; greed the driv in g fo rce.” Smith 
admits, “It is a situ atio n o n e in p ri­ 
v ate o r in p u blic life ho p es to av o id. Bu t 
co n fro n ted with it an d with n o o ther al­ 
tern ativ e av ailable, a citizen , so meo n e, 
mu st co me to grip s with it.” 
Smith refu ses the cy n icism which 
cries “n o thin g can be do n e.” He do es 
mo re than diagn o se; he p rescribes. “The 
Stick n ey situ atio n is a hard, co ld reali­ 
ty .” He o bserv es: “What we mu st realize 
is that . . . sto ic fatalism allo ws the can ­ 
cer to sp read.” 
The best an swer to this p essimism, he 
adds, is v igilan ce. “Let u s n o t q u estio n if 
the can cer can o r can n o t be arrested. 
There is n o time fo r su ch co n sideratio n s. 
Fo r it fo llo ws as n ight the day that u n ­ 
arrested it will sp read, u n co n tested it is 
fatal.”

Press, $3.75 ). 
The sto ry is in terestin g o n

The q u es­ 
tio n is co mp licated within the 
Christian ethic, when o bedi­ 
en ce to au tho rity is co mp li­ 
cated by the go dlessn ess o f 
the au tho rity . 
In German y man y Chris­ 
tian s su p p o rted the rise o f 
Hitler an d co n tin u ed to su p ­ 
p o rt him o r at least q u ietly 
to acq u iesce as time p assed. 
Millio n s o f o thers, 
Catho lic 
an d Pro testan t alik e, resist­ 
ed. 
Mo ther Gallin , by the way , 
say s that the two co n fessio n s

‘Tyranny’ of Legal 


Language Is Danger 


The law, unfortunately, is similar to 
abstract art. It is impressive without be­ 
ing understandable — at least to its be­ 
holder, not practitioner. 
A case in point is the controversy 
over the powers of municipalities to 
exercise their influence a mile and a 
half beyond their corporate limits, as 
has always been th n r prerogative. 
A recent legislative amendment to 
municipal zoning powers, actually de­ 
signed to give municipalities without 
county zoning control this extra-terri­ 
torial say, was passed with a single 
wrong word inserted. 
The error occurred when the word 
“article” was employed instead of “di­ 
vision” in granting this control metro­ 
politan municipalities enjoy to rural 
communities. 
The State’s Attorney of Cook 
county, Daniel P. Ward, interpreted 
the error on its face value. Rather 
than apparently considering the in­ 
tent of the amendment, he handed 
doivn the opinion that the error did 


strip municipalities of the power to in­ 
fluence zoning u ithin a mile and a 
half of their legal boundaries. 
Upholding of such a ruling could 
have had catastrophic effects. It would 
have conceivably permitted erection of 
garbage dumps, glue factories, airports, 
cemeteries and other enterprises of this 
nature within a mile and a half of a mu­ 
nicipality without allowing the city or 
village the right to refuse to approve 
plats of subdivision or object to amend­ 
ments to the county zoning ordinance. 
Happily, Attorney General Wil­ 
liam Clark disagreed with his eounty 
colleague in ruling that the error in 
wording did not rob communities of 
this voice in extra-territorial affairs 
affecting them. 
In the meantime, the legislature 
would do well to rectify this mistake. 
Otherwise, legal students bound by the 
tyranny of the legal language or build­ 
ers wishing to exploit the situation will 
once again be obscuring intent and the 
public interest with abstractions. 


Grass-Roots Initiative 


William Golden, juvenile officer of 
the Rolling Meadows police department, 
came away from a visit to the Sheridan 
Industrial school convinced that a need 
for preventive action in the area of de­ 
linquency existed in “far greater mea­ 
sure” than that which is being done. 
What Golden urged as a result of 
that trip to the maximum security insti­ 
tution for juvenile offenders was pre­ 
ventive medicine at the local level. 
It is similar to the course of action 
advocated by Dr. Francis J. Gerty, the 
state’s public welfare director, in the 
area of mental illness. Rather than ware­ 
house people in huge institutions where

the care that can be afforded is mini­ 
mal and their chance of recovery mathe­ 
matically reduced. Gerty has called for 
establishment of mental health clinics at 
a community level to combat emotional 
illness. 
Noted Officer Golden in an article he 
wrote for the Illinois Police association 
magazine: “A visit to Sheridan points up 
the need for preventive action in far 
greater measure than visiting other in­ 
stitutions, reading bopks or listening to 
speeches. It points out that the time for 
treatment is in the early years of a 


child’s life in his home and community. 
It is too late for treatment when the boy 
is consigned to Sheridan. There is on­ 
ly enough time to forget the past and 
start steering a straighter course for the 
future. 
“I am now, more than ever before, 
firmly convinced that we must launch 
local community measures in the treat­ 
ment of juveniles to prevent delinquency. 
Sheridan is already too small. What an 
abysmal waste to enlarge this institu­ 
tion, or worse, to build new and larger 
facilities. Only when we in the enforce­ 
ment field can see the need and give 
leadership to programs for prevention 
can we make inroads into the jungle of 
delinquency.” 
In this regard, Rolling Meadows has 
provided 
exemplary 
leadership. 
The 
city’s Police Juvenile Advisory commis­ 
sion which offers guidance and counsel­ 
ing (it secured 40 part-time jobs for 
youngsters the past summer) was es­ 
tablished at the same time as a Juvenile 
Information file which cross-indexes ju­ 
venile offenses and offenders for dissem­ 
ination to other police departments in 
metropolitan Cook county. 
Set up with the cooperation and par­ 
ticipation of the Illinois Youth Commis­ 
sion, the information file center in Roll­ 
ing Meadows now serves as headquarters 
for 102 of 126 municipalities in Cook 
county (excluding Chicago). 
Joseph Giunta, IYC supervisor whose 
offices are dn Rolling Meadows, says 
these juvenile information files are being 
set up in DuPage, Kane and McHenry 
counties, following Rolling Meadows* 
lead. 
The city has also organized a Youth 
Assistance committee which will plan 
special activities for its youth. “It is an 
idea of self-help in which the local com­ 
munity is encouraged to organize a pro­ 
gram; we try to get the parents as well 
as the youth involved,” explains Giunta. 
It is this grass-roots approach — in 
which responsibility is a matter of joint 
concern for parent and youngster — 
which is proving the most effective an­ 
swer to the “abysmal waste” which dis­ 
mayed Juvenile Officer Golden.

With terrible lucidity, with scalpel- 
edged efficiency, a 27-year-old dentist 
has laid bare the origins of political cor­ 
rupt ion. Dr. Robert L. Smith, Stickney 
township supervisor, in a recent address 
beforo the Wheeling Rotary club, dis­ 
played an acute knowledge of the ill­ 
ness. 
For the Stickney township reformer 
has examined its forms with logic and 
an unblinking honesty. His conclusions 
are more frightening than the actual ex­ 
amples of political subterfuge he ticked 
off, e.g., a fluorescent light bulb cost $1,- 
500. 
He found at the roots of the evil an 
icy public indifference. He told the Ro- 
tarians: “. . . if anything increases temp­ 
tation to act illegally, it is complacency 
warranted by apathy among the voters.”

The reason there are no 
Negroes in “River Boat” is 
not due to a casting prob­ 
lem but because advertisers 
feel their presence might 
offend a segment of their 


audience. 
Downs suggested that such 
an attitude was Orwellian in 
nature, and that to disregard 
or fail to serve up that history 
not palatable to the TV diet 
of some was dangerous in its 
implications. 


I’M NOT recommending that 
the advertising industry start 
crusading. But it should show 
more of an awareness for 
reality. 
Its 
saccharin 
ap­ 
proach — in which everything 
is sweetness and light — psy­ 
chologically undermines atti­ 
tudes. Of course, it’s trying 
to sell the syrup, but in so 
doing, it extracts a heavy toll. 
If our only goals are to

we equal to the challenges 
of the time? 
An example is afforded us 
from the Stickney

scandal. It illustrates that it 
does no good to be privately 
moral and publicly indiffer­ 
ent.

We can seek 
solitude. Then, refusing to 
grapple w i t h the school 
board or taxes or a business 
p r o b l e m or whether the 
children should be ch affer­ 
ed home from school, let our 
minds soar. 
How can we speak or even

of peace when

have not achieved an inner 
peace of our own, the peace 
of mind that comes with a 
clear definition of our pur­ 
pose in being?

The story is interesting on 
its own dramatic terms; it 
also poses the problems for 
other times, other places. 
WHY SHOULD there be any 
problem between a Christian 
ethic 
and 
an 
un-Christian 
state? There would be no 
problem were it not for the 


fact that the Christian ethic 
in the New Testament makes 
ordinary civil obedience a de­ 
cisive factor in Christian re­ 
sponse. 
The 
Bible 
opposes 
chaos and anarchy and en­ 
joins the Christian to support 
existing authority. The ques­ 
tion Is complicated within the 
Christian ethic, when obedi­ 
ence to authority is compli­ 
cated by the godlessness of 
the authority. 
In Germany many Chris­ 
tians supported the rise of 
Hitler and continued to sup­ 
port him or at least quietly 
to acquiesce as time passed. 
Millions of others, 
Catholic 
and Protestant alike, resist­ 
ed. 
Mother Gallin, by the way, 
says that the two confessions 
joined 
forces 
in resistance 
and one cannot tell who is 
Protestant and who is Catho­ 
lic in the Christian Resistance 
Movement 
by reading their 
declarations or observing their 
actions. 
They resisted when 
Hitler’s 
anti-Christian 
neo­ 
pagan Nazism was proclaim­ 
ed, when he wanted to make 
the captive Church an arm of 
the state; it was heightened 
when he persecuted the Jews 
and when his atrocities be­ 
came apparent. 


THEN, “WE ought to obey 


God rather than men” came 
not sway them.

Mother Gallin 
shows that both Protestants 
and Catholics had not thought 
through what principles should 
underlie 
resistance 
in

modern world and after tyr­ 
anny had come they were 
under pressure not to think 
it through.
